WASHINGTON, Oct. 1&—All of 


lie powers have now signified 
their acceptance of the invitations 
to the London naval conference. 


Official advices to this 
effect 


have reached Washington and as- 
sure at least a start on the prob- 
lem which President Hoover and 
Piemier Ramsay MacDonald have 
set for themselves—;he reduction 
of the world's navies. 


There is gratification in Wash- 


ington over the fact that all of 
the powers addressed have prompt- 
ly signified their willingness to 
participate in the conference. But 
officials here are holding their 
enthusiasm in check until it can be 
seen just what conditions are 
hedged about France's acceptance. 


The American note of accept- 


ance, sent last week, imposed no 
conditions. 
Japan's acceptance 


was likewise unconditional. Con- 
flicting reports have reached here 
as to whether Italy's acceptance 
is without reservations. As for 
France, there is little doubt here 
that her note of acceptance will 
lay down 
certain 
restrictions 


which may define the limits to 
which the conference may go. 
' 


More and more, it is being rec- 


ognized here that tie fate1 of the 
parley lies in French hands: If 
the French are willing to "go 
along" on the general principles 
already agreed upon between Pres- 
ident Hoover and Premier Mac- 
Donald the conference can be ex* 
"pected to encounter fairly smo'Otbr 
sailing. If not, there will be 
storms in London in January. 


The most that can be expected 


from the London meetiBg-is-a-fwe- 
power naval agreement that wfl] 
! 
* 
existing naval estabHah- 
nd place all future build-; 


ing on a fixed basis. The least ] 
that can be expected is a tii- 
party agreement between Great 
Britain, the United States and 
Japan, which will be of a tem- 
porary nature and endure only so 
long as France and Italy do mot 
embark upon major building pro- 
grams. 


The corner-stone of British nav- 


al policy is that the British navy 
must always 
be sufficient to 


meet the sea-power of any Euro- 
pean combination. The 
British 


successfully carried out that prin- 
ciple in the rationing of capital 
ships at the Washington arms 
conference, and there is no ex- 
pectation that they will sacrifice 
it in London when the effort is 
made to ration auxiliary ships of 
war. 
^ 


Consequently the success of the 


January .conference, in the larger 
sense, rests with France and Ita- 
ly. A tri-party agreement be- 
tween Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan, while satisfac- 
tory in some respects, would nec- 
essarily be elastic, stretching and 
contracting in accordance with 
French and Italian building. 


There is real concern in Wash- 


ington over the prospects of the 
French making any naval agree- 
ment entered into at London con- 
ditional upon the larger disarma- 
ment efforts of the League of Na- 
tions. The French thesis is that 
reduction or restriction of navies 
is but one block in the disarma- 
ment pattern, and that it should 
be considered in conjunction with 
land and air armament 


The American attitude toward 


this thesis is that standing armies 
and air forces are questions prim- 
arily of European and not Amer- 
ican concern. The American army 
is already on a police basis.

These are not bent, as 
ivory cannot -by • tent, -4>ut are 
cut to the curve after using- a

The ivory used in these models 


came from elephant and walrus 
tusks and also billiard balls. The 
frames of the models are made of 
apple woods inlaid with mother of 
pearl. The bolts and rivets are 
made of bone, and there is real 
ebony in the wheels, cylinders and 
tender frames. 


The larger of the engines has 


7,597 pieces including the base. 


The collection which has con-| 


servatively been valued at S150,- 
000 and which has been displayed 
throughout the country includes 
the George Stephenson locomotive 
which pulled the first passenger 
train in the world; the DeWitt 
Clinton 
locomotive, the first on

Following, rumors that huge 


sums of .money.;, .have, .been spent 
pep and con in the lobby warfare 
over sugar duties, the senate com- 
mittee summoned spokesmen for 
the United States Beet Sugar com- 
pany and 
a representative of 


American growers, was to be the 
opening witness- He will be fol- 
lowed by H. C. Lakin, president of 
the Cuba Company, who can speak 
for the Cuban growers. These two 
groups have battled for many 
years over sugar tariffs—a war- 
fare that has been waged relent- 
lessly during consideration of the 
pending tariff bill. 


The American growers won in 


the house, where a basic Cuban 
rate of $2.40 per hundred pounds 
was approved. Then the senate 
finance committee reduced this 
rate to $2.20 per hundred pounds. 
The Cuban growers meanwhile 
have fough for retention of .the 
existing $1.76 rate, which may yet 
be approved by the senate. Both 
sides incidentally flooded congress 
with vppaga^da favoring their 
particular causes. 


"We wish to find out how much 


money was raised for this pro- 
paganda and lobbying, activity," 
observed Senator Walsh (D) of 
Montana, member of the commit- 
tee. 
"We want to know where it 


came from and how it was spent. 
That large sums were spent is in- 
dicated by the amount of publicity 
given to this subject."

Science Divided as to Age of Meteor Crater 
That is One of the Wonders of Arizona Desert 


One of the most unusual sights in northern Arizona is 
the "Shell Hole" or meteor crater that is situated near 
the town of Winslow. This immense hole in the 
ground which was evidently made by the falling of a 
meteor thousands of years ago is four thousand feet 
across at the pit of the crater and COO feet deep. In 
a mine shaft that has been sunk by scientists to get 
at the body of the meteor lies under tons of sand the 


conglomerate mass that is believed to be the meteor 
itself. Inset is Joe Miller, a Navajoa Indian guide 
with a piece of the meteor which he found at the 
bottom of the mine shaft The town of Winslow has 
profited to a great extent by the presence of the crater, 
as it lies near the great Mogollon Plateau, which ia 
one of the most beautiful sights in Arizona and at- 
tracts thousands of tourists every rear.
